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Building Committee. 


At the annual town meeting, March 12, 1907, an appropriation 
of $4,000 was made for the erection of a school building, and if a 
larger sum should be needed the Selectmen were authorized to 
draw town notes for the balance. George L. Chase, Thomas 
Sheehy, Albert H. Varney, Charles E. Smith and Augustus W. 
Richards were elected building committee. At the close of the 
town meeting the committee met and organized as follows: 
Charles E. Smith, President; Albert H. Varney, Vice-President, 
and Augustus W. Richards, Clerk. 

After careful consideration by the committee of the various 
plans submitted by different architects and builders, the one fur- 
nished by Frank P. Neal was adopted and the work of building 
was placed under his supervision. 

To give Mr. Neal charge of the work seemed to the committee 
the best course to follow. ‘Thereby a properly constructed build- 
ing would be secured ; the cost of an architect’s services and the 
contractor’s profit would be eliminated from the financial consid- 
eration, and more money could be kept in town by employing 
only citizens upon the work. ‘The committee have endeavored to 
provide for the town a thoroughly built and suitable structure. 
Care has been exercised to secure proper light and efficient ven- 
tilation. ‘The best of material has been used. 

The frame and outside boarding are of Maine spruce. The roof 
is slated with first quality Brownville slate. ‘The school rooms and 
entries are finished in selected cypress. The floors are birch. 
Ample slate blackboards and steam heat have been provided, and 
the health and physical comfort of the pupils have been considered 
by seating with the Chandler adjustable desk and chair. The 
committee have held to the principle that, where the welfare of the

children and the convenience of the teachers were concerned, 
the best was none too good, and that in building to safeguard their 
interests the best interest of the town would be sustained. 

The committee hereby desire to thank the citizens for the in- 
terest they have manifested in the work and for the generous words 
of approval so often expressed.

Report of School Board, 1907-1908. 


The annual school meeting was held in the Primary school 
room, March 16, 1907. 

Charles E. Smith was elected Moderator, and Charles W. 
Palmer, Clerk. Christopher A. Pollard was chosen a member of 
the School Board for three years. Clara E. Paul was elected 
Treasurer and Mattie Jacques, Auditor. 

The School Board met for organization March 17. Augustus 
W. Richards was chosen Chairman and Committee on superin- 
tendence, text-books, and supplies; Daniel R. Smith, Committee 
on fuel and repairs, and Christopher A. Pollard, Clerk. At this 
meeting it was decided to open only two schools at the village, 
and the problem of providing a suitable room for assembling the 
Grammar school was discussed. Miss Isophene K. Dow was select- 
ed as teacher for the Grammar school, Miss Harriet E. Sanborn for 
the Primary, and Miss Lillia M. Hurd for the school at Piscassic. 

The following letter was received by the Clerk of the School 
Board :—

Miss Ruby Vance, of Somerville, Mass., was placed in charge of 
the Primary school at the opening of the spring term. 

The spring term of the school at Piscassic began April 1, and 
ended June 21; 12 weeks. At the Village the spring term began 
April 3. The Grammar school term closed June 25; 12 weeks. 
The Primary school term closed June 21; 11 3-5 weeks. ‘The 
Fall term began September 3, and ended December 13; 15 
weeks. ‘The Winter term began December 31, and will close Feb- 
ruary 28 ; making a total of 36 weeks for the school year. 

The items in the following summary for the year are made on 
the basis of a school year of 34 weeks, ending February 15. Facts 
relating to the term now in session after this date will be included 
in the next year’s report. 


GENERAL SUMMARY FOR YEAR. 


The September enumeration by the truant officer gives us 79 
children in town between the ages of five and sixteen. Boys, 41 ; 
girls, 38. Number of schools in district, 3; semi-graded, 2; un- 
graded, 1 ; aggregate length of all the schools in weeks, tor 3-5 ; 
greatest number of weeks in any school, 34 ; least number, 33 3-5 ; 
school houses, 3; rooms, 4; estimated value, $6,400 ; apparatus, 
$100; whole number of pupils attending school, 90; boys, 42 ; 
girls, 48 ; under six years of age, 8; between six and sixteen, 80; 
over sixteen, 2; greatest number in any school, 40; least number, 
7; average membership, 71.61; average daily attendance, 62.60; 
per cent. of daily attendance, 87.56; average salary of teachers 
per month, $37.33; normal school graduates, 2. Population of 
town, 647. Average expense of pupils for school supplies, 65. 
Average total cost of tuition, $16.22. Visits by School Board, 44 ; 
by citizens, 109. 

While the School Board were looking about for a room in which 
to hold the Grammar school, the permission of Mr. Walter B. 
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Grant was asked to fit up a part of the pattern shop for that pur- 
pose. He very kindly offered the same free of charge, allowing 
the committee to make such changes as they desired, with the stipu- 
lation that any damage by the scholars to his property be repaired. 
A comfortable school room was accordingly prepared in the west 
end of the building and occupied by the Grammar school until 
it removed late in the Fall term to its rooms in the new school 
building. | 

Miss Vance rendered efficient service as teacher of the Primary 
school during the spring term, but declined to assume further re- 
sponsibility under existing circumstances. | 

Application was therefore made by the School Board to Princi- 
pal Klock of the state Normal school for a trained teacher for this 
difficult position, and Miss Helen, A. Phelan of Portsmouth, N.H., 
was recommended. Miss Phelan’s services were secured, and she 
assumed her duties as teacher at the begining of the Fall term. 

In the school room at Piscassic the walls have been freshened by 
a coat of paint and varnish; the ceiling whitened, and the old 
desks removed and replaced by the ones which were saved from 
the fire. This school should have up-to-date adjustable seats and 
desks. 

The teachers have labored faithfully throughout the year and 
good progress has been made by most of the pupils. . At all visits 
of the Committee the scholars have appeared orderly, alert, and 
interested in their studies. The oral examinations have shown 
that much was gained from the daily drill. The written examina- 
tions have been neatly prepared and have shown a good under- 
standing of the subjects treated. 

The present arrangement of sustaining only two schools at the 
Village was made imperative by the unusual conditions to be met 
at the beginning of the school year, and should not be looked upon 
as the wisest course to follow. 

The new school house presents a beautiful appearance on School 
House hill. The building is admirably adapted to school purposes 
and should be an object of just pride to the citizens of the town. 
Pictures of the exterior and interior have been solicited by the 
State Superintendent of Public Instruction for publication in his 
next Annual Report. 
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The first session of school was held in the attractive rooms on 
Wednesday morning, November 13, of the Fall term. Both teach- 
ers and pupils were highly pleased with their new quarters. 

The school records show a gain this year of 4.74 per cent. in 
daily attendance, and a few more names than last year appear upon 
the roll of honor. While this is encouraging, the standard of at- 
tendance is not yet as high as it should be. 

Again your Committee urges that more attention be given by 
parents to this important subject. Nothing in the child’s school 
life bears more directly on the benefit derived from his school 
course than does that of punctual and regular attendance. Aside 
from all other consideration of gain to him therefrom, the scholar 
who is always prompt and regular in attendance will be acquiring a 
habit that will be a potent factor in bringing success to him when 
he shall pass out from school and home to meet the actual issues 
of life. 


In the school at Piscassic last year’s remarkable record of at- 
tendance has been fully sustained. Six out of a total of nine pupils 
have been present every session of the school year without tardi- 
ness, and the per cent. of daily attendance is near 100.
